past seven years. 


He has another title to fame. He 


is the greatest father, not only in the 
British House of Commons, but prob- 
ably in any parliament in the world. 
He is the father of 18 children. 13 of 
whom are living. They range in age 
from 4 to 34. And he had to rear, 
clothe and educate them all on the 
slende;- -wages of r, British workman. 


He started work when he was 9 


and plugged away for years, until he 
became a prominent figure in the 
trades union movement. I had asked 
him to talk to me about the job of 
raising a big: family -with slender 
resources. 


"It has always been hard in an old 


country like England,' said Hayday. 
"but it is harder than ever since the 
war. 
In pre-war days the general 


average wage for men outside 
the 


highly skilled trades was about 24 
shillings per week (six dollars.) To 
live on the sair<e scale now he would 
have to draw 48 shillings and very 
often he doesn't. Rent. food, cloth 
ing. everything- has gone up. 
The 


chilling has lost part of its former 
purchasing power. 


In my own cas?, my wife-was con 


stantly*' patching 
the 
children's 


clothes and I was constantly patch- 
ing their shoes. It wos the only way 
we could keep them clothed.

vas no chance to save any money 
and little for amusements. 


"I have been In America and know

OFFENDERS 


England is conducting an experiment in 


criminology that will bear watching. 
It 


has long been acknowledged that the 
crime problem is greatly complicated by 
the recidivist, or repeater. It is the re- 
peater who is responsible for the conges- 
tion of court dockrets. who costs the state 
millions of dollars annually in bringing 
about his arrest and conviction and who. 
generally, avoids the commission of those 
major felonies which would permit his 
segregation for life or for a long term of 
years. 


Sociologists and criminologists are vir- 


tually agreed that recidivism is due. to a 
large extent, to the intermingling of first 
offenders and hardened criminals in pen- 
al institutions. The jail and the peniten- 
tiary become, in reality, a school for 
crime. 
The first offender, instead of be- 


coming penitent and resolved to reform 
on his release, is confirmed in his crim- 
inal career by the speech and actions of 
those whom, consciously or unconscious- 
ly, he shortly sets up as heroes and mod- 
els. . Furthermore, it is well known that 
the plans for many a "job" are hatched 
within the prison itself, against the time 
when the conspirators will regain their 
freedom. 


England now will seek to put to the test 


the by no means universally accepted 
theory that the function of a reformatory 
is to reform.

• "Wormwood Scrubs is the name of a 


famous English prison. Three months ago 
it was purged of all those who had pre- 
viously been tried and convicted of crime 
and only first offenders allowed to re- 
main. The old ''silent'' system was aban- 
doned and the men allowed to talk as 
much as they liked and withoitt supervi- 
sion. Food "rationing was discarded and 
permission given to eat as much as was 
desired. 
Cells were renovated, bars re- 


moved and all but a few guards dis- 
charged. After the day's work, the pris- 
oners were permitted, if they liked, to at- 
tend educational classes. 
. ^ 


The motive of course, is to try wheth- 


er the first offender may not be won back, 
ere it is too late, to accept the standards, 
values and conventions of society. It is 
as yet too early to determine the result of 
the experiment. 
It is certain, however, 


that it will be roundly condemned by a 
majority who will look upon it as "pam- 
pering" the- criminal and who hold that 
punishment is the basis for confinement. 
These are the advocates of the eye-for- 
eye theory of treatment for criminals. To 
make the punishment fit the crime is. 
they believe, the whole object of society 
and any new-fangled notions about re- 
form result only in the loss of time, money 
and effort. 


"Well, the 
cye-for-an-eye school of 


thought has had it all its own way for a 
good many centuries past, yet the world's 
crime bill mounts and crime increases to a 
degree never before known. The suspi- 
cion should begin to dawn that our time- 
honored system leaves much to be desired. 
Any attempt to remedy its manifest de- 
fects should be welcomed. 


It will be interesting to follow, by 


means of a-well-regulated probation sys- 
tem. tfie subsequent careers of those at 
present confim-d in V\"ormwootl Scrubs. 
And if the facts should demonstrate that 
reformatories ean reform the first offend- 
er, some radical changes in the present 
penal system of the world should follow.

you aim to die that way.. This lonesome manufac- 
turer prints such^a warning label on the carton. 
The reason for this is that the dye contains nitro- 
benzene, a *olvent derived from coal tar. and this 
anilin is a poison which so changes the blood that 
the victim turns blue (cyanosis), becomes 
dizzy, 


weak and perhaps dies. There are many suph dyes 
on the market, but most of them carry no such 
v.-arning, and a considerable number of cases of 
poisoning of this nature have already occurred. 
Operators of shoe shining and repair shops are 
generally foreigners who arc unable to read such 
a warning, even if It appears on the shoe dye 
rackage. or if they have learned to read they are 
incapable of realizing the risk involved in the use 
of such dies, and so they ignore the warning in 
order to "dye your shoes while you wait." There 
are good dyes available which contain no such 
poisons, but nitrobenzene (or anilin) is cheaper than 
some other solvents which might serve the pur- 
pose. The safe course, for one who seeks to have 
tan or light colored shoes dyed a "darker color or 
black is to let the shoes stand at least 24 hours 
after the dye is applied before wearing them again. 


A boy aged 17 dyed-his shoes black and put them 


on within an hour. A few hours later he became 
blue, dizzy and faint, and began vomiting. 
A 


physician was called, noted the cyanosis (blue dis- 
coloration of skin. lips, nails) and ordered the shoes 
removed. Next day the boy was better. The dye 
contained anilin. 


An athletic girl aged 16 dyed her suede shoes 


black anad soon became dizzy and turned blue and 
began vomiting. 
She complained of chills and 


head ache as she was put to bed. Xext morning, 
an hour after dressing, the symptoms recurred, and 
she remained nauseated and cyanotic (blue) all day. 
After that she did not wear the slippers and had 
no further trouble. 


A young man aged 20 dyed his shoes black and 


ivore'them to a dance, suffered the same poisoning 
with a fatal outcome. 


These are among nine new cases of shoe dye 


poisoning reported by the Wisconsin state toxicol- 
ogist. Dr. C. W. Muehlberger, who found records of 
47 other cases in the medical literature. 


Such dyes containing Cither nitrobenzene or ani- 


1m are unsafe to'apply to shoes on the feet, and it 
it unsafe to wear shoes so dyed until they have 
dried very thoroughly, which takes at least 24 
hours. 


Nitrobenzene costs only half as much as anilin 


and is therefore the usual solvent in such does dyes, 
hough anilin is quite as joisonous. Nitrobenzene 
has an offensive pungent and nauseating odor, 
however, much worse than anilin. 


No doubt the fifty-odd cases of shoe dye poison- 


ing that are recorded in medical literature repre- 
sent only a small fraction of the actual total. The 
oublic is unaware of the danger of this new kind 
af poisoning. Probably the nature of the trouble is 
never recognized in the majority of cases, the vic- 
tim going to bed or being put to bed and the shoes 
being removed for that purpose. 


The poison enters the system through Inhalation 


of the volatile solvent, not through absorption of 
the dye through the skin of the feet. 
So don't 


tuck the shoes under the pillow.

scientific term for the radiant mantle 
of material stretching to great

composed of solid or liquid material 
and not entirely of gas.

That a, new method of timing eclips- 


es based on the phenomena of light, 
can be worked out and applied on 
June 28,1927, when the next great 
eclipse of the sun.-visible in Europe., la 
"due.

the bureau, and his staff of experts 
who made a variety of investigations 
during the few moments the sun was 
veiled, reached these- conclusions at a. 
meeting at which they brought .their 
preliminary compilations 
together; 


They are continuing comparisons with 
the finding of other scientists. 
Dr C. C. Kiess, who took a spectra 


observation from'the* airship Los An- 
geles 
detected again in his photo- 


graphs the green and red lines-which 
are believed to denote the existence 
of "corortlum." His findings checked 
accurately with those of previous obj 
servers who have sought evidence as 
to the possible new.element. 


The conclusions a's! to the solid and 


liquid matter in the corona, rest large- 
ly upon the experiments of Drs. H. 1- 
Stetson »nd W. W. Coblenz. aimed at 
establishing the exact temperature of 
the sun. Dr. Coblenz. using tetter in- 
struments that his predecessors, found 
the corona temperature to be 3,000 de- 
grees above absolue zero, in spite of 
the fact that previous, observations 
have indicated the-temperature to.be 
about 6.000 degrees. The difference in 
the two temperatures gives ground for 
the inference that the corona is made 
up in part of dense matter, because if 
it were all incandescent gas. the tem- 
perature would be higher.

OLD FURNITURE 


In all pointing and varnishing al- 


ways observe the length of timo speci- 
fied between coats in order to give 
the paint an opportunity to dry. The 
paint should b<* stirred to a. uniform 
consistency immediately before and ] 
at Intervals during tho application. It 
the paint is too thick, it is liable to 
peel off later on. and if it Is too thin 
it will not cover the surface. 


Take little paint on your brush. 


Form the habit of using long:, even 
strokes, brushing the paint on well. 
Use constant care that the brush- 
marks show as little as possible and 
that they all BO in tne same direction 
—back and fortV wth the grain of 
the wood. The flrst c»at should be 
put on just as nicely and carefully as 
tho last, t 


Use flat paint thinned 
to a good 


workable consistency with pure tur 
pentino for tho first or priming coat. 
Allow at least 
twenty-four—better 


forty-eight—hours for this to dry 
thoroughly. Then when the surface 
seems firm, test it by pressing the 
palm of your hand down hard on It. 
If your hand does not stick, the furni- 
ture Is ready for you to proceed. 


Sandpaper the surface lightly. 
II 


should be 
smooth and free 
from 


lumps, but remember that it should 
be sufficiently scratched or roughened 
by the sandpapering to hold the next 
coat. Dust the surface of the- furni- 
ture after sandpapering. 


Xext comes a second thin coat ot 


flat paint. 
Give this time to dry, 


one to two days, and then sandpaper 
It Just as you did the first coat. Two 


coats of flat paint are 
generally 


enough, but use your own judgment 
in this matter, for it all depends on 
tho original condition of the wood 
surface. 
If the netr color Is lighter 


than the old, more coats will pro- 
baby be necessary than when a dark 
shade is put over a light one. There 
must be enough flat coats to form an 
even-colored foundation for the en- 
amel or finishing coat. 


Xext comes a coat of half flat paint 


and half enamel. Or if your flrst layer 
of flat paint covered the surface well, 
you can use this mixture for the sec- 
ond coat. Allow this about 
forty- 


eight hours to dry and then sandpaper 
it before adding the next coat, which 
Is as a general rule tho last. 


Do not sandpaper the last coat, 


when It Is dry. 1C the surface Is light 
In color and you •wlnh a dull finish,

It 
carefully 
with 
powdered 


pumice-stone moistened with water. 
But if the color of tho surface IB 
dark, use Instead powdered pumice- 
stone moistened with oil—From The 
Designer Magazine for September.
